Just what the significance of the Sheffield meeting will 
be cannot be known until the future, at this time how 
ever, it is the gu*» of The Daily that it is the first sig 
nlfkant move of the South toward entering the Republi­ 
can ranks, inking a hand in presidential politics from the 
Republican standpoint.

Should Lowden win the nomination then much will have 
been accomplished for the South which at present is labor­ 
ing under the whip lash of a Democratic failure and a 
Republican “coolness.” 
What is the m atter with Muscle 
Shoala? 
Why Isn’t there some action on the Shoals, why 
doesn’t the government do something favorable to the peo­ 
ple of the South? 
No doubt everybody who has heard of 
Muscle Shoals said the same thing and yet we have put 
It all down as a fight between power combines, govern­ 
mental control and private ownership. 
It is not at all a 
bad guess to assume that the Muscle Shoals fight has 
been brought on as a major engagement between two for­ 
ces in Congress, Republicans and Democrats. 
With a 
Republican stronghold in the South it is reasonable to ex­ 
pect better treatment from the hands of the party in force. 
When the South has not given the Republican hosts seri­ 
ous thought in voting columns it is not reasonable to be­ 
lieve that the members of that party who are installed in 
high office are going to get out and find something good 
to offer the South. 
Political sugar plums are not ex­ 
changed in any such manner. 
To the victor belongs the 
spoils. 
That saying is of Democratic origin, but it Is 
likewise of Republican practice and the Republicans ap­ 
parently can see no reason for favoring Democratic areas 
until everything in their own section has been taken care 
of in equitable form. 
Perhaps with a change ill the Southern ranks and a 
strong battle ground of Republican tendency there would 
be produced a change in the Congressional atmosphere. 
While The Daily remains in Democratic ranks, it does 
not feel that Republican tendency in the state can be of 
little value to the state. 
Were this state to become a 
bone of contention between the two parties it is easily be­ 
lieved that more Republican attention will be centered 
upon the state.
